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Completed in 2001, the bird sanctuary located
east of the Jardine Water Purification Plant provides
a refuge for the millions of migrating birds that
pass through Chicago in the spring and the fall on
their long-distance journeys.

The sanctuary was developed from unmanaged
wooded areas that were cleared of overgrowth and
non-native plant species. It currently consists of
two 0.5-acres woodland savannas with various
native shrubs that provide a food source and an
isolated resting place.
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
